too accepted as evidehce that thote'ia not 
to be found , in.tho country in which it 
ciroulat'ds ^ joiirnaliBtio. niche that needs 
^o.be ^llud- Without news the daily 
journal is as pulseless and valueless as the 
human frnino after all tho blood has boon 
drawn oti'." Theio is force and truth in 
these roniaiks and they commend thorn, 
selves to all readers of Tli>' Cultmist. It 
IS a fact tiiat for the [last tw.. years the 
press of the pniviiice has not kept up 
with tho general advaneouient. The ab 
senco of daily disiialches has been .severe 
ly felt by tho publishers as well as by the 
general public; and it is only justice to 
say of the former class that they have not 
been altngqther to. blame for the oniis 
aion.

The object of 
this a.ssociation is that of a national 
character, and for that purpo.so certain 
to ameliorate and benefit its partici- 
pants and the general public of the 
Lhiitod States and tlio world. For the 
last eighteen months it has been a fight 
with IIS and the .system to keep from 
presenting it to, the people, knowing, 
or rather, having a faint ivj'ea of public 
opinion and the-prorienuss of the public

BILL. 



The rejection by the lords of the bill 
to remove tho disabilities under which 
tho.HQ who uiay wish l.. marry th 
of thoir deceased wives, is another evi 
denco of the imworful inlluence which the 
church still wields in the upper house of 
ptirliaihent. The bishops, with, perhaps 
one exception, voted agaiust the bill, 
which had passed its .second reading by a 
narrow majority by Hevoii, and defeated 
it on tho third reading by a majority of 
tiyp; Among the alhrniative votes wore 
Hife'Princo of Wales and tho Dukes of 
Oonnaughtand Albany. The bill brought 
thia' diurch in opposition to the royal 
palace, and once more the former has 
won a victory. The law which it ia sought 
to repeal was enacted about fifty year.s ago 
to meet an especial case that came up r(jr 
consideration. The Duke of fieaufoit 
inarried siater.s, and his heir was the son 
of liis second wife, Tliere was at the 
time an ecclesiastical law which made a 
distinction botwiiou such mamagca and 
all others. Tho ecclesiastical law recog- 
nized the aniuilmeiit ot a marriage en 
tored into between a man aaU a sister of 
his deceased wife, while admitting their 
legality while the relation existed. This 
law cast a shadow upon the legitimacy of 
children of the second wife, until at least 
death had removed oik' of the pareiit.s 
beyond the chance of ecclesiastical di 
vorce. To remove this shadow from the 
legitimacy of the heir of tho Duke of 
Beaufort, an act was jiassed declaring all 
existing marriages of that kind legal, but 
prohibiting marriages thereafter botweon 
widows and the sisters cjf their dead 
wives. It Hooms to have been the inten- 
tion of a portion of the members (if par- 
liament who voted for the act, to repeal 
it as soon as it had accomplished its 
original. purpose. But the church oaily 
has always successfully opposed the re- 
peal. The commons have frefiuuntly 
passed a bill to repi\»l the law; but it li.is 
always failed in tlu: lords. The present 
bill originated in the u[)[)er lumse and 
met its fate there.

Coloerno Cathedral. 



The great Cathedral of Cologne is ac- 
tually conipletefl. It i.^t, perhaps, not 
generally known that tho foundations 
were commenced just •i^,') years ago. 
The work progressed slowly from the 
outset, and during the reformation v/as 
entirely suspedned. Not until early 
in the present century wore ellorts 
made to coinplpte the edifice. Then, 
through the elVorls of the King of 
Prussia, fuiuls were liberally sub.serib 
ed ,-iiid pL-iiis for n.'pairiiig and proceed- 
ing Willi Uk; work wen: furnished by 
the .Vi'rluiect Zwirner. .'\ fresh start 
was then made, and the work has been 
continued until the great cathedral 
stands today a lasting monument of 
the skill of the (lerniaii [leoiile and 
the genius of German architects. The

The London bark Silurian was inatnt- 
nieiital on her recent pat'sage to Valpa- 
raiso in rescuing 19 of the crew uf tlio 
.American ship Oracle, which foundered 
at sea. The atory of the wreck and the 
subsequent adventures of the crew, as re- 
lated by the coinmanderj'.Oapt . H. Mor- 
rison, is of the most interesting kind . 
From Captain Morrison's statement it 
seems that the Oracle, a ship of 150O 
tons, left San Francisco with a cargo of 
grain for New York in the early part of 
the present year. On the Gth of March 
heavy weather was encountered, and the 
tremendous seas which cumc over the 
vessel filled the decks, and portioiKs ni' 
the bulwarks had to bo cut away. The 
crew had to cling to the ringing to save 
their lives. One poor fellow named 
Richai'd Mason, who was unable to re- 
tain his hold, was washed overboard. A 
life buoy was cast adrift, but nothing 
further could be dune for the man, who 
perished before the eyea of hia helpless 
Comrades. Land was sighted on the fol- 
lowing day, but no soundings could be 
taken, and the veaael aubaequcntly got 
into the breakers and went aahore, al- 
though all that was posaible was done to 
avert it. 

The crew then launched thuir four 
boats, and after provisioning them pulled 
for the shore. The (jrovisionE wore land- 
ed and the 111011 wore preparing to board 
the vessel to get a further supply, when 
she disappeared. By taking observations 
the captain found that he and his men 
were on Herachol laUnd. The island, 
which ia about five milea long by one 
firoad, was perfectly desolate and uniti- 
h ibited. The men made tents of some 
sails they had, which waa the only shelter 
available. 'J'he provisions were stored 
and each man was allowed two biscuits 
and a little moat per dioiii. It was known j 
that sealing schooners visited the island, 
and each day a good lookout waj kept for | 
these ves'sola, but none were found.

Astoria, July G. — The city is onee 
more quiet and law-abiding, thanks 
to the work of the Committee of Safe 
ty, which has been of incalculable 
value. Last night the committee tried 
live prisoners, charged with atcaling 
goods on the night of the great (iro, 
and found three of them guilty. Two 
of the three were lialians, luul the 
third a typical California lioodUitii.

1. It bIiuII bti lawful for the Muyor iiiiil 
Council, from time 10 time whuii liy tln'in 
deemed necoasary, to appoint iin In.siiei;- 
tur of Buildings, at such salary the 
Municipal Council shall think proper. 

'J. 'rhc duties of audi IriBpcclor Bhall 
he to oversee the erectinii of all buildiiifjs 
horoafter to bo erected, built, unlargod, 
iiltuieu, or io erected iiithin tim City of 
Victoria, and to enforce the provisions 
of this Bylaw. 

3. To examine, by virtue of his olhce, 
or whenever he may be so directed by the
